Old Colony Improvements. 


The initiatory steps have 
already 


been taken by the Old Colony Steam- 
ship Company, towards an improve- 
ment of "the basin," between their two 
wharves in this city, in order to accom- 
modate their new steamer Puritan now 
building at Chester, Pa., and which will 
bo considerably longer than the Bristol 
or Providence. 
The basin is to be ex- 


tended some twenty-five or thirty feet 
farther eastward, and will be accom- 
plished by the removal of the present 
bulkhead, excavating through the pres- 
ent gangway and the grounds hereto- 
fore occupied for coal landed for the 
use of the railroad, and which is to bo 
dredged to insure a mean depth of six- 
teen feet at low water. This will bean 
expensive operation, but is a much 
needed improvement, as the length of 
the basin has heretofore been hardly 
sufficient for the length of their present 
boats, under all circumstances, and the 
additional length of the Puritan, makes 
it imperative, and they could no longer 
delay tho improvement. But the Com- 
pany have land enough in that vicinity.

TIIKWAItUEN MONUMENT. 


Mr. Gllpln Convey* Newport'i Contribu- 


tion of •1,028 to New Vork and ttfttm 
With a Warm Itcceptloii. 
Last Memorial Day the Now York 


society of Duryeo Zouaves, it will be 
remembered, came to Newport to deco 
rate the grave of their distinguished 
commander, 
Gen. 
G. K. Warren. 


While here, they referred to tho fact 
that they had long been desirous of 
erecting a monument to Warren at 
Gettysburg, but had thus far failed in 
their efforts to secure tho necessary 
funds. Among others to whom they 
communicated upon this subject, was 
Mr. John Gilpin who had already 
shown his friendliness to them in vari- 
ous ways, and he promptly offered to 
aid them. 


This was six months ago, and last 


week Mr. Gilpin went to New York to 
convey to tho ve terans the result of his 
efforts in their behalf—$1628. He was 
received at the boat in New York by a 
committee of the Zouaves, consisting of 
President 'James B. Fiske and Comrades 
O'Neill, Randall, Strachan. Hancock 
and Kent, under whose watchful care 
he was forced to remain throughout 
the week. 


Mr. Gilpin gives a most graphic de- 


scription of his week's visit and a 
thoroughly enjoyable as well as excit- 
ing one it must have been. 
Those 


brave followers of Warren 
seemed 


to feel that they could not do enough 
for Mr. Gilpin, through whoso efforts 
their hearts' desire to honor their dead 
commander with a iittiug.monument at 
the scene of his great achievements, 
was to be realized, and when not at- 
tendant upon some dinner or reception 
given in his honor,'Mr. Gilpin was 
being shown the .wonders of the great 
Metropolis 


Mr. Gilpin found for the first time in 


hie life a city where money was not 
acceptable. He could not even pay for 
a newspaper purchased upon the street 
and no matter what he sought his 
wants were anticipated and provided 
without cost or trouble. 
Desiring to 


make some slight return for these 
courtesies Mr. Gilpin gave a grand din- 
ner to his new-made friends, but when 
he went to pay the bill tho cashier pro- 
nounced his greenbacks no good, and 
ho was greeted with the same charge by 
the hotel clerk, when, at the end of his 
visit, ho tried to pay for his lodgings. 


The same committee that bad re- 


ceived and entertained him escorted 
him to tho boat on his return and press- 
ed upon him little presents for his 
children, as tokens of their esteem for 
him and his, and upon his arrival hero 
he found that a handsome parlor stove, 
with everything complete ready for set- 
ting up, had been forwarded from Now 
York in the hope of adding to his win-, 
ter comforts. 
Innumerable letters, 


filled with tbo.kindcst sentiments, have 
also been received from the various 
members of the organization, since his 
return, and to show in some measure 
the esteem in which Mr. Gilpin, and 
others who have aided in making the 
erection of a Warren memorial possible, 
is held by tho veterans of Duryee's 
/ouaves we give the following extract 
from a letter from Mr. James B. Fiskc, 
the president of the organization: 


"You 
have doubtless learned, by hard 


hut 
very successful; experience, lliat in 
order to accomplish anything in ihu way ol' 
obtain!!))! funds for building memorials, you 
have got to keep digging, with a persistency 
that is obstinate. 


When yon first suggested to me your inten 
tion to assist us, 1 at once realized that you 
could render us valuable aid, and thought 
that perhaps through your influence wiih the 
permanent and also the transient residents of 
the City by the Sea you could possibly swell 
onr fund five or six hundred dollars; of course 
I know nothing of your keen disposition to 
help on tho movement, your persistency in 
following up tho movement when once you 
got it underway, your willingness to sacrifice 
your time, in short your entiretlevotion to the 
cause. I knew nothing of all these circum- 
stances, therefore my expectations would 
have been thoroughly satisfied with thn 
amount t have mentioned, \ever did it enter 
my brain, nor perhaps tlie.brain of any mem- 
ber of onr Association, that youEwoufd meet 
with sucti glorious. success. And to simply 
say that we are satisfied does not fill the hill, 
ft docs not express our feelings and, Mr. Gil- 
pin, in the plenitude of our vocabulary I doubt 
if we can find words to give proper exprpsslon 
of our hearts toward you Tor your noble work, 
f am not given to extravagant utterances and 
T say truthfn ly could you Tint knowthelength, 
breadth and depth of the feeling entertained 
of you byour boys you would perhaps feel in 
a measure, at least, compensated for the hard 
and successful work you have performed with- 
in the last three months now cone. 


Warren—.Monnnieut^Gilpin will ever he 
associated in our minds as a sort of Holy 
trinity. 
They are inseperably connected. 
We cannot if we would and would not it we 
could think of one but that our minds will 
quickly think of the other so that you see you 
have quietly and unconsciously engraved your 
linage on onr hearts fiom which it shall not 
be obliterated except by the remorseless hand 
of the grim monster. But I am not extrava- 
gant in my cxpicssions when I say that you 
have the deep and filial love of our little 
organization; but you should have tt.e respect 
of every man who bore the Maltese cross 
through tho bloody battle of the War of the 
Rebellion; you should have the admiration of 
the Veterans who bore the Trefoil badge at 
the Battle of Bristoe station; you should have 
it proclaimed unto you, "Well done thou good 
and faithful servant," by the people who. 
before the War burst upon us, were benefited 
by Warren's genius and skill a* an engineer 
from the Atlantic to the Paciiic seaboard and 
from Lake Itaska to the Gulf of Mexico and 
by bis heroic devotion to tho cause of human 
personal liberty. It will be a grand epoch In 
our lives when the monument Is unveiled and 
this slight justice is done to the fair and un- 
tarnished name of O. K. Warren."

HAVANA, CUBA, Nov. 22,1887. 


Editor Mercury: 
After a very rainy 


summer, attended with no little sick- 
ness, the season has come round again 
when tho stranger can visit Cuba with 
safety. In anticipation of a great many 
friends visiting Havana this winter sen- 
son, tho hotels have been put in com- 
plete order and are now ready to ac- 
commodate all who may come. The 
weather of Sunday, November 20, was 
delightfully cool and pleasant, about 
8 o'clock in the evening tho wind in- 
creased to a heavy gale from the north- 
west, indicating severely cold weather 
In that direction. The mercury has 
continued to fall touching a very un- 
usual temperature for Havana in No- 
vember, overcoats being comfortable 
even to those who have lived in colder 
climates. 


The bull fighting season was inaugu- 


rated on Sundas last by the killing of 
six bulls, which bad been imported 
from Spain especially for this brutal 
amusement. 
One of the "Espadas" 


was severely wounded by a hull run- 
ning his horn through the calf of his 
leg, and a "Picador" was also I adly 
wounded in the hand. Ten of Cuba's 
noble horses were killed during the 
fight, gored to death by the infuriated 
animals, which, penned up within the 
enclosure of tho bull ring, did what 
they could 
to 
defend 
themselves 


against the tormenting of tho bull 
Sghters. Some ten thousand persons 
were present to witness this . relic of 
barbarism only countenanced by one 
single nation of the many which com- 
pose this great world.

ind a floating battery in Mystic-river, 
which was continued tho greater part 
of tho day, by which Adjutant August 
:us Mumt'nrd. and Mr.

the united fuiv.cs, were killed, and onu 
or two wounded; Iho floa'ting lattery 
was sunk by the Americans; and 'twas 
:hought a number of the enemy were 
tilled and wounded. By several per- 
sons who left Cambridge, last Monday 
ind Tuesday, we learn that the enemy 
it Bunker's-hili, had cvasetl firing,; ex- 
cept now and then a_sL-attoring shot or 
bomb, and that the American troops 
were very safely lodged on Plough'd- 
hill. 


A sloop was lately carried into Bos- 


;on, with live Stock from Connecticut, 
which was taken by a cruiser, which 
vessel and cargo was condemned in 
Doston as forfeited; the Captain of 
which loft Boston last Tuesday, and 
nfornis, that ten regulars were carried 
nto Boston dead, the Sunday before, 
who had been killed by the rifle-men 
Belonging to the American army, on 
Saturday night, the 2(!th of last month; 
ind that it was very sickly among the 
nhabitahts and the ministerial troops; 
and that there were but about 2000 reg- 
ulars in Boston, fit for duty, and the 
fame number at Bunker's-hi)l. 


There have been a number of vessels, 


loaded with- fire-wdod for this town, 
stopped by the men of war of this sta- 
tion, within eight or ten days past, and 
;he wood landed at Goat Island, (now 
Torpedo Station) supposed, to be sent 
M Boston, and for the use of said ships, 
and the hospital at Goat Island; some 
or all of the owners of said wood, we 
hear, have been ordered to. make the 
best of their way home, without pay. 
These are practices excellently adapted 
to bring about a reconciliation be- 
tween America and Great Britain. 


Last Wednesday morning tho inhabi- 


tant1! of Stoniugton observed the ship 
Rose, Capt. Wallace, and throe tend- 
ers chacing 2 small vcssles into that 
liarbor, upon which a gentleman of the 
town went to the shore with a speak- 
ing trumpet and gave tlio small vessels 
directions for keeping tho channel; 
tho people in one of tho packets hear- 
ing the directions, called to tile gentle- 
man and told him if he did not desist, 
they would fire upon tho town, which 
not being regarded, the packet ran 
close in with the town and fired a 
broadside into it, and stood immediate- 
ly out to the ship; the Rose and three 
tenders then came close in with tho 
town, and kept a constant fire upon it 
till near dinner time, when they ceased; 
after dinner they began a hot lire again 
and continued till near night: and 'tis 
said killed and wounded several of 
their men; but what is almost incredi- 
ble, notwithstanding there were near 
two thousand shot, great and small, 
llrcd into the town and at the people on 
the shore, there was not ono of the in- 
habitants killed, and but one wounded. 
Tho women and children wcro much 
terrified, and though the weather was 
very rainy, and cold for the season, 
wcro obliged to lleo to tho adjacent 
woods and rocks, which they found 
more hospitable than their invaders. 
The houses and stores of tho town 
were considerably damaged, but not so 
much as might have been reasonably 
expected. The enemy carried out of 
the harbor one vessel from the West 
Indies, loaded with molasses, &c., one 
sloop loaded with hay, and two light 
ones. Ono of the packets returned into 
this liarbor yesterday, and sailed again 
this morning.

The Pleasures of a Garden. 


Ludy Gushiugtou has been so good as 


to give me the following as her ideal of 
a good garden: "An old name for a 
garden is a plcasaunco, a paradise, a 
place fordelight, and, as in the days of 
Bacon, so to-day, gardening remains to 
us as the purest of human pleasures. 
Tho garden worthy of its name is ever 
beautiful, ever satisfying, see it when 
you will, morning, noon, or eve. It is 
a conservatory of things useful and 
beautiful, of fruits for service, and of 
flowers for sacrifice. In the morning 
it is all freshness and perfume; at noon 
it is brilliant with color; while at eve it 
becomes a temple for meditation and 
for rest. The richest fruits, the fairest 
of flowers, are born there; and crowned 
heads, Marie Antoinette to wit, wearied 
with luxury, have found peaceful rest 
among shady trees and simple flowers. 
If we wish to describe a fertile land we 
say it is like a garden; and the garden- 
er's art is almost magical, since it can 
make abate rock or a sandy. desert 
even to blossom as the rose. A good 
garden is a continual delight, a para- 
dise of flowers and of fruits from many 
lands. Every shady tree is atabernacle 
wherein matins and vespers are sung

• brought from Palestine several stallions 


which were used in La, Percho and their

progeny cai-efully preserved. The lim-

ited number of sires necessitated in- 
and-in breeding by which means the 
type became indelibly fixed. These 
horses were tbt pride and glory oE .La 
Pcrche; they were bred carefully by 
'the aristocracy as well as the peasants; 
the Lord of Montdoublean kept 11 sji-eat 
number and the Rotrpws proudly indi- 


r 
cated by their heraldic device that they 
owned "more than could be counted." 


In process of time, however, this orig- 


inal type became very much modified 
not only by constantly selecting the 
largest sizes but by occasionally cross- 
ing with horses of a larger breed. Un- 
doubtedly climate, food and the hind 
of work to which they were put also 


1 tende'd to render them heavier and slow- 


er. But'in 1820, or thereabouts, we 
again find two Arabian stallions 
"Go- 


dolphin" and "Gallipule" being largely 
used iu La Perche. These horses did 
much to restore to the breed its Arabi- 
an characteristics, aud their blood 
flows in the veins of most of the Per- 


inany blossoms is borne on every gentle 
breeze. As Ciucinnatus was happy on 
his farm, Virgil amongst his bees, so 
also may we be happy in the garden if 
we will it so. If so minded, you may 
reckon time by your garden flowers. 
Thus January is the time for snow- 
drops; February, of the crocus; March, 
of the daffodils; April, of narcissus; 
May, of iris; June, of roses; July, of 
lilies and snap-dragons; August, of sun- 
flowers and hollyhocks; September, of 
phlox and clematis; October, of astors: 
November, of chrysanthemums; and 
December, of hellebores or Christmas 
roses." ' 


A good garden has many charms and 


yields opportunities for the giving and 
the acceptance of many beautiful 
things. We may grow flowers of the 
finest in our own garden, but there is 
in human nature a deep-laid law which 
enables us to admire the successes of 
others often as much as and sometimes 
more than our own. Hence the keen 
interest and innocent delight afforded 
by a few flowers Or roots from 
a 


friend's garden. We may have exactly 
the. same blossoms growing around us, 
and yet familiarity has taken off the 
edge of our enjoyment of them. But 
when the postman or mail-cart brings a 
box of flowers or plants to the door, 
How keenly anxious we are to see its 
contents 1 It may only be a rare flower 
to name, some accidental sport or va- 
gary of growth, a new blossom or an 
old one, or fifty others of the moods 
and phases of plant life, all equally 
welcome and interesting. When we see 
the flowers of a good garden, it is not 
only the flowers, but each is laden with 
some association or pleasant memory, 
which gives to this rose a richer per- 
fume, or to that iris a tender regret, 
[t is not only flowers wo see, but 
Tiends, old and young and true, or it is 
some scene in out-former travels abroad 
or in our rambles at home which is 
again photographed in our mind's eye. 
Is it not Alplionse Karr who tells us 
how happy he was iu a garden? 
"It

Cooking the Turkey. 


Choose afat, tender turkey, weighing 


aiz or seven pounds; pick it, carefully 
remove the pin feathers, singe the bird 
over the flame of an alcohol lamp or a 
lew drops of alcohol poured on a plate 
and lighted; wipe it with a damp towel 
arid see that it is properly drawn by 
slitting the skin at the back of the neck 
and taking out the crop without tear- 
ing the (skin of the breast; loosen the 
heart, liver and lungs by introducing 
the forefinger at the neck, aud then 
draw them, with.the entrails from the 
vent. 


Unless you have broken the gall of 


the entrails in drawing the bird do not 
wash it, for this greatly impairs the 
llavor and partly destroys the nourish- 
ing qualities of the flesh. Twist the 
tips of the 
wings back under the 


•uoulders,stuff the bird with forcement, 
bend the legs as far up toward the 
breast as possible, secure the thigh 
bones in that position by a trussing 
cord or skewer: then bring the legs 
down and fasten them close to the 
vent. 


Pound the breast bone down, first 


laying a towel over it. Lay a thin slice 
of salt pork over the breast to baste it 
until sufficient drippings run from the 
bird. 
Baste it frequently, browning it 


on all sides by turning it about in the 
pan. Use a clean towel to turn it with, 
but do not run a fork into It or you will 
waste its juices. 


When it is half done season it with 


two teaspooufuls of salt aud one salt- 
•poonful of powdered herbs. When it

straw-linen celluloid by chemical action 
is

European journals. 
It has long been 


known that straw contains about 52 
per cent, of pliable fibre, Jcobesive and 
capable of bleaching; but it was not 
till 1881 that a French patent was 
taken out for soaking finely cut straw 
in hot water, and then in a solution of 
caustic soda, under atmospheric pres- 
sure, for the production of a straw- 
linen celluloise. This process seemed 
very simple, but it required many ex- 
periments before a method could be 
perfected which would produce the re- 
sult cheaply and certainly. 
The im- 


portant features of the new method are 
the chemical treatment of the straw 
and the boiling nndor A pressure of 
live atmospheres until the water runs 
away colorless aud the fibre is smooth 
and pliable to the toucb.

In the midst of the Lind cntlm- 
iasm, Pasta sang at a London concert

hen wonderfully like his uncle. At 
,ho same time Duprez, the veteran of 
,enors, had exposed in Paris the ruins 
if his splendid voice, but such was the 
.•everence even of the Paris which was 
,hen hearing Mario in his prime that it 
istened to the cracked and false notes 
of the old king of the French opera in 
sad silence, but when a few full, clear, 
;rue tones were delivered with match- 
ess art, the uproar of delight was uni- 
versal.

;he same operas with them, Persian! 
ind Lablache. Was there ever such a

Weatern Farm Loam. 


Edward Atkinson, one of the most 


xusted writers on economic questions 
u the country, writes to Bradstreel's 
the result of his inquiry into the west- 
ern farm mortgage business. His con- 
clusions will be a surprise to those who 
class all such securities as alike and 
condemn them all, aud his conclusions 
are also of large value and interest as a 
revelation of the condition aud progress 
of western society. 
To bring up the latter phase first, it 


s necessary only to cite one fact. One 
agency reports to him that "many of 
luose to whom loans were first made 
are now lenders through the same cor- 
mration." It is a fresh and welcome 
llnstration of how, in this free coun- 
ty, people get ahead. Having credit, 
hey borrow; having opportunity, they 
work: having worked, they pay; and, 
after due time, they save and lend and 
lelp others to go over the same road 
intof poverty. 


Mr. Atkinson inquired about the bus- 
ness of ten leading loan agencies. 
They report, in brief, 200,000 loans 
made, of $180,000,000, of which 119,000 
oans have been paid. There are out- 
tanding $75,000,000. of mortgages in 
1,000 
loans. During the existence of 


hese agencies about 1000 of their mort- 
gages liave boon foreclosed, but, though 
hero has been some loss on some of 
liem, the net result of all the foreclo- 
iires has been an actual profit.. 
Borrowers at the west now got tbcir 


noney at 01 to 7iJ)er cent, with no com- 
missions, while a few years ago they 
paid 10 per cent, interest aud a 10 per 
cnt. commission for a live roars' loan, 
'bus it is easier now than it was be- 
oro in this respect to work along the 
way from borrower to owner and lend- 


Of course, not all agencies could make 
uch reports. There is as much fraud 
n this as in any other business. But, 
f any large agencies can make such re- 
torts, the universal condemnation is 
lainly unjust. It is a pity that Con- 
iccticut persists in taxing such securi- 
ies aud exempting speculative railroad 
tocks.—[Hartford Courant.

Wo take the following extract from 


in interesting article from the pen of 
'rof. P. A. P. Barnard, on the above 
ubjcet, published in The Forum for 
Joveraber: 


'To come down, however, from gen- 


eralities to statements a little more 
leflnite, we may observe that Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson, of Boston, a gentleman 
who has devoted some years to the 
study of industrial statistics, and whose 
amiliarity with facts entitles his opin- 
on to the highest consideration, has 
'urnished us with an estimate which 
jlirows, for our own country at least, 
1 very vivid light upon the point' in 
juestion. As the result of his inquir- 
es, he concludes that the annual pro- 
duction of all the industries of the Uni- 
ted States cannot exceed $200 per head 
of the population, which would give a 
total of $12,000,000,000. An equal dis- 
tribution of this product would give to 
each family of five persons, in a popu- 
ation of 00,000,000, or 12,000,000 fami- 
ies, a distributive share of $1000 per 
annum. Now, suppose that one-third 
of these families, or groups of five, 
manage to secure an average share of 
$2000 per annum, the remaining two- 
thirds would be reduced to an average 
of $500 only. Suppose one-half of this 
third to he fortunate enough, or skill- 
ful enough, to increase their average to 
$3000, the remaining half continuing at 
82000, the average share of the two- 
thirds would fall to $250, or $50 only 
per head, per annum. And inasmuch 
as the idea of an average implies that 
as many are below it as are above it, it 
is easy to see that the only way of re- 
moving the scourge of poverty from the 
entire human race is so to increase the 
productiveness of labor that want can 
only bo a consequence of willful idle- 
ness, or improvidence, or vice."
